Tenders Will Close ofi Monday for 
Proposed New Plant at Wharf. 


Council and Civic Officials 
Taken Around to Show 
Club’s Contention. 


Tenders will close on Monday for 
the furnace which the council is hav¬ 
ing erected at the Telegraph street 
wharf for the destruction of com¬ 
bustible garbage. The plans and 
specifications have been for some 
days In the ofTice of the building In¬ 
spector for the benefit of those de¬ 
siring to tender for the work. The 
specifications call for the completion 
of the work within two weeks from 
the signing of the contract. 

The plans call for a furnace of 
brick eight feet wide by twelve feet 
long by ten feet high. It Is to be 
lined with fire-clay brick and is to be 
strengthened where necessary by 
heavy Iron cross bars. The garbage 
will be fed Into it from a covered 
hopper at the top. The actual burn¬ 
ing apartment will be about six feet 
square and of a corresponding height. 
Under it will be ash and draft doors. 
The furnace, which will be erected in 
the open, will be connected with the 
smoke stack of the city electric light¬ 
ing station, which will carry off the 
smoke from It.

The members of<f the city council 
were last evening treated to a ride 
around the city by members of the 
automobile club, the object being to 
demonstrate the absurdity of the law 
placing speed of automobiles at ten 
miles an hour. While the members of 
the council were quite willing to admit 
that ten miles an hour Is not very 
fast travelling for an automohlle, yet 
they are powerless to change the law, 
which Is a provincial statute. The 
most that the city can do Is to simply 
Ignore the law and prosecute automo¬ 
bile drivers only In cases of excessive 
and reckless driving. 

The members of the Automobile Club, 
who assisted In the demonstration 
were W. »L. Challoner, J. A. Sayward, 
Lt.-Col. J. A. Hall. A. *E. Todd7 T. W. 
Paterson and W. Moore and those 
whom they took with, them Included 
Mayor Hall, the aldermen. Chief of Po¬ 
lice Langley. J. L. Raymur, water 
commissioner; C. H. Topp, city en¬ 
gineer, and Road Superintendent War- 
nick. 

The party proceeded from the city hall 
to Beacon Hill park and traveled 
around the park and back to the place 
of starting. The trip occupied about 
an hour, several demonstrations of 
various rates of speed being given, par¬ 
ticularly In the park. Among other 
demonstrations there was one of going 
around the park at the rate of eight 
miles an hour, the rate allowed by the 
parks board by-law. To make the 
round at -this rate took 7 minutes and 
28 4-6 seconds. After the trip there 
appeared to be a general concensus 
of opinion that 15 miles an hour would 
not be an unreasonable rate of speed 
for automobiles, but the council is 
powerless to Interfere with the law, 
whatever the police authorities may do 
about enforcing It. The members of 
the Automdoile Club were anxious to 


One of the next works of street im- 
provement to be brought before the city 
council will be the repaving of Fort 
street, between Government and Doug¬ 
las streets. This pavement has been 
down for about ten years, so that the 
life of the local Improvement by-law, 
under which It wag done, Is at an end, 
and so is the pavement. The property 
owners will now be asked to support a 
by-law for the relaying of the blocks, 
the concrete foundation being as good 
as ever. If the property owners support 
the proposal the work can be proceed¬ 
ed with as soon as the necessary for¬ 
malities have been compiled with, as 
most of the paving work authorized by 
the council and the property owners 
will have to wait until the mains for 
the new waterworks distribution and 
high pressure systems have been laid. 

The necessity for repaving Fort 
street‘is apparent to all. The roadway 
Is In bad condition now, and when the 
wet weather comes, portions of It will 
be worse than Government street was 
last year. It Is thought, therefore, that 
there will be no difficulty In having 
this woiit gone on with. 

Work is now well ahead on the pav¬ 
ing of Fisguard street, between Store 
and Government streets, and after this 
Is completed the city will have com¬ 
paratively little paving work, outside 
of Fort street, that It can proceed with 
this year. The next work to be under¬ 
taken will be the alley between Yates 
and Johnson streets, west of Govern¬ 
ment street. The paving of the portion 
of Courtney street, provided for by by¬ 
law, will also be undertaken this year, 
as no pipes are to laid In that street, 
while Langley street may also be done. 
There are no mains to be laid In thlf 
street either, but In many cases mains 
are to be run In other streets crossing 
It so that If this work goes ahead only 
.such portions of the street as will not 
be disturbed will be done. 


Already work Is being energetically 
pushed in preparation for the re¬ 
building of the Victoria Machinery 
Depot. Clearing of debris Is being 
done ao that foundations can be laid. 
The new shops will be about 60 feet 
by probably 800 feet and will be fitted 
up with the latest machines.

To-day the new wharf, bunkers and 
hoistLng geaj- for the British Columbia 
Sand & Gravel Company were com¬ 
pleted and, on Monday, the new con¬ 
cern will commence supplying gravel 
for the corporation. Two scow-loads 
were brought In to-day from Royal 
Bay. on the Royal Hoads, where the 
company's works are situated. 

The new wharf, which is built along¬ 
side the E. A N. railway bridge at 
the foot of Johnson street, Is. 75 feet 
by 86 feat and is especially strength¬ 
ened to meet the heavy demands 
which will be placed upon it by th» 
big bunkers, derrick and hoisting ma¬ 
chinery. The bunkers are divided Into 
five separate compartments to h old 
the various grades of sand and gravel 
and have a total capacity of 635 cubic 
yards. They are fed by a large hoist¬ 
ing gear which is operated by a Florey, 
3 drum. 2 cylinder hoisting engine 
capable of making a 20-ton lift. 

At Royal Bay the company has an 
up-to-date hydraulic plant with a ca¬ 
pacity of 1,000 yards a day, the bunk¬ 
ers holding 650 yards.

It is understood that Mr. Green’s 
threat of a service by way of Roche 
harbor, w-hlch was promptly character¬ 
ized as a bluff by the C. P. R., will not 
toe carried out, but the cut rate on the 
Seattle route may be placed In service. 
In an interview at Seattle yesterday 
Mr. Green said: 

"The minute the Princess Royal goes 
on the run to Vancouver and Victoria^ 
w» -ahail - out -th». raie tft il between 
Seattle and Vancouver on the IroQUots 
and to $1 between Vancouver and Vic¬ 
toria via Seattle 'on the Iroquois and 
Rosalie. Passengers will “have the 
privilege of two days’ stopover in Se- 
attle on this rate. There will be no 
change in the present schedules of the j 
bouts, which now make.close connec¬ 
tions.” 

Some time ago the officials of the In¬ 
land Navigation Company applied to 
the Canadian officials for a ruling re¬ 
specting the proposed service via Se¬ 
attle, and It is understood that a literal 
interpretation of the law was rendered 
for them.

In the annals of British military his¬ 
tory there Is no chapter more brilliant 
than that which recounts the events of 
the Peninsular war. It was that cam¬ 
paign which first checked the victorious 
career of Napoleon Bonaparte, gave the 
assurance to Europe that his legions 
were not invincible and established the 
Independence of Spain. In Madrid the 
centennial anniversary of the national 
uprising to throw off the Bonaparte 
yoke was celebrated last Sunday. It was 
not, however, until the year 1814 that 
the long struggle for Spanish Indepen¬ 
dence was brought to a victorious con¬ 
clusion by General Lord Wellesley at 
the battle of Toulouse. Thus if the 
anniversary Is one of glorious memories 
to Spaniards, it Is equally glorious to 
Britons. Alone the Spaniards could not 
have successfully resisted the armies 
sent by Bonaparte to suppress their re¬ 
volt. and keep them in subjection. 
ThisVas proved by the ease with which 
Bonapartfe swept all before him ahd 
entered Madrid In December, 1808. 

The defeat and death of Sir John 
Moore at Corunna, the landing of Lord 
Wellesley with a British army at 
Mondego Bay, his defeat of the French 
at Roliza and Vimlerlo, the convention, 
of Cintra, the lines of Torres Vedras. 
are events familiar to everybody. Then 
the splendid record of British military 
prowess, .directed by the genius of 
Wellington, begins with the defeat of 
Marshal Soult at Oporto, is continued 
at Badajoz and Salamanca, In the bat¬ 
tles of the Pyrenees and o»yy ended 
with the final catastrophe of Waterloo. 
In this Peninsular campaign the best 
blood of the United Kingdom was shed 
and millions of pounds of British gold 
were spent In the cause of Spanish 
Independence. It was this foreslghted 
expenditure of British blood and gold 
which rescued Spain from the grasp of 
Bonaparte, gave her freedom and se¬ 
cured her Independence. Though the 
Spanish peasantry hated the French, 
and made savage,, relentless guerilla- 
war upon them, the nation could never 
have cast off the foreign yoke while 
ruled by a pusillanimous king and cor¬ 
rupt cortez. It took Spain sixty years 
after that to recover a semblance of 
calm, and then only through the death 
of demogogues and the exhaustion of 
factions, among which tho Carlists* 
were the worst and hardest to subdue. 
She has now entered upon a happier 
era. Politically she Is enjoying great¬ 
er repose than she has known for a 
hundred years. The elements of Inter¬ 
nal disorder have changed their char¬ 
acter for the worse, but by their very 
of radicalism Wave strengthened

to the many farmers in the vicinity: 

Next in importance to Liverpool as 
a market for Ontario apples is Glasgow, 
There the apples are sold In a wide and 
roomy building called the Bazaar. The 
salesmen of the Bazaar have no ex¬ 
change, but on stated days each holds 
Itnnown KurttUTT,- severnt Trades-going - 
on at the same time. They have their 
private warehouses near by to which 
the apples are carted from the dock. 
The Glasgow salesmen spare no pains 
to obtain the highest prices possible for 
shipments consigned to them: and 
sometimes prices are realized that are 
truly surprising. But the Glasgow 
trade suffers from a dear and inferior 
freight service. The salesmen are on 
t hat account.. compel led to buy large 
supplies from America; and in their 
eagerness to secure business they some¬ 
times find their markets glutted with 
their own purchases. A better organ¬ 
ization, and less Jealousy would bring 
about a great improvement. But so 
long a9 the freight rate to Glasgow 
remains higher than to Liverpool the 
Glasgow market will be seriously han¬ 
dicapped.

most of the foreign fruit that enters 
London Is sold by auatlon in the Covent 
Garden market building under condi¬ 
tions similar to those that prevail In 
the Glasgow* Bazaar. 

Other market centres are Inconsider¬ 
able from the point of view of our ap¬ 
ple trade; and shippers would do well 
to use great caution in patronizing 
them. Apples are ao apt to arrive at 
their destination in a damaged condl- 
tion after a long passage. Other things 
equal, the quickest service is the best 
Occasionally one hoars from a commer¬ 
cial agent in some Inland city that 
Canadian apples are badly packed, that 
shippers should consign to Jobbers 
there rather than to brokers in Liver¬ 
pool, and that boxes should be used 
as packages rather than barrels. The 
information is trite and the advice mis¬ 
leading. If Relations of intimate friend¬ 
ship and mutual interest exist between 
a Canadian shipper and an inland Job¬ 
ber, the experiment might be success¬ 
ful; but if Is hazardous to leave the 
regular channels of trade with so per¬ 
ishable a commod'ty. A limited trade 
in boxes might well be developed, but 
the conditions under which apples are 
grown and harvested In Ontario involve 
the experiment in many difficulties. 

Dishonest Packing. 

Dishonesty in apple packing is quick¬ 
ly recognized by English Jobbers. The 
comparative merits of each brand are 
among them subjects of constant dis¬ 
cussion. Our Fruit Marks Act has un¬ 
doubtedly had an excellent effect on the 
apple trade. Its principles should, Jn 
fact, be extended so as to cover all 
articles of food and clothing. But 
its consequences are of greater Import¬ 
ance to the home than to the foreign 
market. The changes of mark from 
"XXX” to ‘*Ko. 1” and from "XX" to 
"No. 2" was unnecessary and confus¬ 
ing. If, as was alleged, a dishonest 
jobber could in his private warehouse, 
add another X to a mark, he can now 
almost as easily substitute “No. 1" for 
"No. 2." The trade had become accus¬ 
tomed to the crosses. There Is nothin* 
more patent in the apple trade to pack¬ 
ers and Jobbers alike than the wisdom 
of common honesty. Dishonesty brings

Inquiries Indicate that the 
grapes would secure the best de¬ 
mand and sale If they were packed 
in uniform-sized boxes containing 
either ten pdunds of twelve pounds 
of fruit each. A package containing 
a quarter of a hundredweight of 
fresh grapes for marketing In May 
is far too heavy for the bulk of the 
retail fruiterers. It is estimated that 
extensive shipments can be dealt with 
by the trade If it will pay exporters 
to put the fruit upon the English 
markets from 9d. to Is. n pound. The 
fruit Is now being retailed from Is. 
to 1. 6d. a pound, at which prices the 
demand is good. Much will depend 
upon the grade of the fruits sent, 
but with care In selection, packing 
and shipping, there Is every pros¬ 
pect y>f a large and satisfactory trade 
being developed in the country by 
the sale of West Australian grapes.

PHILIPPINE TRADE. 


tralasUu Practically one-third of the 
inward trade was British, not to speak 
of what came from Hongkong, which 
was valu^fl at $376,964- Of Philippine 
exports, the total value of which was 
$33,097,867, $9,375,448 went to the United 
Kingdom direct. $989,590 to the British 
East Indies and $471,667 to Australasia. 
Hongkong purchased $2,324,916 worth of 
Philippine products. Hongkong serves 
a great hinterland, and therefore Its 
consumption may not be safely classi¬ 
fied as British. Omitting it from the 
calculations. Great Britain's share of 
the Philippine foreign trade was about 
one-third of the total. Our exports to 
the Philippines during the year footed 
up $5,067,583. and our imports from 
them were $10,829,387. In the aggregate 
we had 25 per cent, of the Philippine 
foreign trade. The remaining 42 per 
cent. Is divided among several nations, 
with France third and Spain fourth in 
the order of the total commerce of the 
archipelago. 


It Is nearly ten years since the 
Philippines ceased to be Spanish pos¬ 
sessions, but the Filipinos still cling to 
tastes formed In the days of the old 
regime. Last year Spain sold to those 
Islands about $3,700,000 worth of goods 
—books, maps, other printed matter, 
candles, knit fabrics, games and toys, 
canned fish, wines and shoes being 
among the articles Imparted. Austra¬ 
lasian flour seems to be supplanting 
the American article to some extent. 
Thus Imports of the American urand 
have fallen In value from $922,806 In 
1906 to $391,151 last year, whereas in the 
same time the takings of Australasian 
flour have risen from $242,024 to $697,- 
704. Of the import trade of the Philip¬ 
pines, which aggregated last year $30.- 
453.810. $6,811,550 wax credited tp the 
United Kingdom.

contain a few minor errors of fact. In 
my experience In work of this kind, 
over and over again, several persons 
give me quite different versions of the 
same incident, each claiming to be. and 
in all probability- ea c h -having been a 
witness in person. If you explain that 
another of these men gave you a differ¬ 
ent account you are informed most 
often that he is not to be believed. 
Sometimes I am solemnly assured that 
the “other person" is the "biggest liar 
In British Columbiq.’’ If the essential 
facts can be arrived at It does not mat¬ 
ter so much If there be a few points of 
divergence in the several narratives, it 
must be expected that in personal rem¬ 
iniscences of fifty years ago some of the 
minutiae will remain in doubt. 

A great deal of history. aM we know, 
is problematical, the supposed truth be¬ 
ing based on circumstantial evidence, 
and Inference therefrom, often on un¬ 
supported evidence. The law govern¬ 
ing such cases Is. after much sifting, 
you set down what appears to be the 
most reasonable and probable. 

Six men on the streets of a city will 
see a fight or a runaway or a fire, and 
half ah hour afterwards will give con¬ 
tradictory evidence as to detail. Much 
depends upon the respective powers of 
observation, the vantage point of view, 
or the mood of the person who saw. It 
does not necessarily follow that any 
one of the six is not telling the truth 
from his standpoint, but that he saw 
differently or Incompletely. If this be 
true of recent events, and it is universal 
experience, how much truer must It be 
of events which transpired fifty years 
ago, especially when intervening years 
have dimmed the mental picture and

In the guise of monsters whose exam¬ 
ple It should shun. If for nothing else 
we owe him an eternal debt of gratitude 
for the immortal portraiture of the 
character of William the Silent on ac¬ 
count of whose untimely assassination 
It seemed as though the stars had been 
blotted out of the firmament of his land 
and tho children in the streets all wept. 

So also many of the pioneers of post- 
Hudson’s Bay Company days, of fifty- 
eight and fifty-nine ancV the sixties, 
than whom a more intelligent set of 
men never formed the groundwork of 
any British colony, founded as each 
was by ambitious, enterprising, vigor¬ 
ous adventurers and gold-seekers, could 
have writ in golden letters the .story of 
these days in all Its fascinating minu¬ 
tiae. Some of them intended to. A 
few have it still in mind; but the time 
comes with all of us when data is lost, 
when incentive Is gone, when the Im¬ 
agination rusts, when the fires of pur¬ 
pose die down, when penury cripples, 
npressions fade and inclination 
lags. We slip down to the grave with 
the resolve of life still an unwoven 
fabric which is buried with us or en¬ 
shrouds, as the frailest gossamer, the 
departing spirit gliding into the shades 
of the unknown. We gather at best 
from the remnants—of what Is reminis¬ 
cent form in the lives of Hudson's Bay 
Company servants and the makers and 
founders of this country has been left 
us in Journals, diaries and old letters.

Indian Traditions. 

There was a considerable population 
of Indians at that time all along the 
river and up the Thompson. There afe 
manv traditions and legends of their 
making. One of the prettiest, at the 
*ame time most pathetic I have heard 
IKTtains to Yale. I have spoken of 
Stah-lo-cuk, a mountain stream, w'hlch 
falls sheer from the mountain side Into 
the Fraser. The name means, I t>e- 
lieve, "Weeping Water,’’ or something 
of that kind. Its origin is far back in 
the shade* of tradition. Long ago, be¬ 
fore the white man’s ships sailed like 
whlto-jrlngcd birds on tho great water 
into wliirh the Fraser flows and long 
before the white man of that name fol¬ 
lowed down Its eanoned course, there 
was a year of famine, flood and sick¬ 
ness. The winter had been long and 
cold, the snow whiter and deeper than 
It had ever been known In the memory 
of the oldest of the chiefs. Game, 
feathered and footed, big and small, 
bad been all but destroyed, and the 
remnant had been harried to death or 
driven far away by the wolves and 
other animals of prey rendered more 
fierce by all-prevading want. Whitened 
bones wero strewn widely the next 
year. Many women and children, even 
men, succumbed to starvation qnd 
sickness brought on by' the long and 
bittpr • cold and lack of food. There 
was mourning throughout the land 
everywhere.

Simon Fraser as "The Sun." 

Ned Stout, at Yale, the discoverer of 
Stout's Gulch, on Williams creek, hale 
at 84, who went up the Thompson river 
among the first miners in 1858, talked 
to an Indian chief about the first white 
man he had ever seen. Many, many 
moons ago three white men and a party 
came down the Fraser fiver. He re¬ 
ferred to them as "The Sun, the Moon, 
and the Stars.” The Sun w as undoubt¬ 
edly no other than Simon Fraser him¬ 
self, the first explorer of the river now 
bearing his name. The chief was an 
old man then, and it would have been 
fifty years before the first gold rush, 
the hundredth anniversary of which 
will be celebrated at New Westminster 
this fall during fair time. 


I What can we Idok for, he asks, from 
a society based on such loathsome hab¬ 
its except the muddle we are in—a mo¬ 
rass of misery and sweated Iatfor at 
the bottom sustaining an edifice of 
competitive commerce as greedy as it 
Is merciless; at the top of a nauseous 
mixture of luxury and flunkeylsm. 
Waste and disorder everywhere; relig¬ 
ion an organized hypocrisy, justice 
based on revenge w'hich. we call pun¬ 
ishment; science based on vivisection, 
Empire based on violence.

"To hear men gibe 
at you, not becausg you care a rap for 
the v retched victims of your social 
system. If you cared for them you 
would not come here for amusement. 
You would go outside and burp the 
palaces of fashion and c <r mm e i c e to 
the ground.” 

He has In an unrivalled degree the 
gift of being unpleasant. It is a rare 
gift. Most of us, even the worst of 
us—perhaps, especially the worst of us 
—are full of tenderness for the suscep¬ 
tibilities of others. We cultivate the 
art of polite falsity, because to give 


the Fabian Society.” There is some¬ 
thing to be said for Mr. Shaw’s frank¬ 
ness. It clears the air. It tears awaj£. 
the cloak of shams, and confronts us 
with the naked realities. It doe* not 
make him loved; hut. then, he would 
hate to be Joved.

He Is like an elderly 
spinster, with a fierce passion for order 
and a waspish tongue, coming Into a 
house turned upside down by a crowd 
of boisterous, irresponsible children. Of 
these, by far the w’orst Is the Engllhh 
—the dull, unimaginative English, full 
of illusions and Incompetence an». 
unctuous humbug, with "the cheerful 
bumptlmifeness that money, comfort, 
and good feeding bring to all healthy 
people.” A nation of Tom Broadbents. 
made great by coal and Iron and the 
genius of quicker and more Imaginative 
peoples. "The successful Englishman 
to-day." he says, "when he is not a 
transplanted Scotchman or Irishman, 
often turns out on Investigation to be, 
if not an American, an Italian, or a 
Jew, at least to be depending on the 
brains, the nervous energy, and the 
freedom from romantic Illusions (oft¬ 
en called cynicism) of such foreigners 
for the management of the sources of 
his Income.” But he loves the Eng¬ 
lishman, and he wfTT tell you frankly 
why.

but It Is a daylight that does not warm.

Then he leapt 
Into his coat, seized his umbrella, cut 
his way through his admirers with 
good-humored chaff, suffered the ad¬ 
dresses of an old Irish lady who had 
known him in childhood and was as 
voluble as himself, and finally fled along 
Regent street "like a soul in chase,” his 
tongue flaying all created things, until 
at a "tube" station he turned on his 
heel and vanished as if by magic. 

It was like a hurry of the wind, 
keen as a razor, dry and withering as 
the east. Mind and body alike at the 
gallop—trained down -to the last ounce. 
He in a hurricane on two legs, a hurrD 
cane of wrath flashing through our 
Jerry-built society.

EROTICISM LACKS POWER 


INGROWING” LITERATURE 


Possibly you have read Swinburne and surged on 
the roseate waves of passionate melody. But have you 
ever analyzed his poetry, grasped the thought be¬ 
neath the musical lines and become acquainted with 
the naked Immorality clothed beneath the glamour 
of his genius? 

In the opinion of many critics Swinburne Is the 
greatest living poet, the one notable figure tn con¬ 
temporary English literature whose voice sings above 
the mediocrity of the day. His work Is classic. "Ralph 
Connor” asserts emphatically: 

"Most young people and most women would find 
Swinburne deadly. His poetry Is wooderful; It pos¬ 
sesses sweetness and rhythm; It surges and sings 
and ripples with musl and song. It Intoxicates one 
with Its sweetness and bewilders one with Its ravish¬ 
ing music. 

"He has put In words the singing of nightingales 
and the thunder of the sea. But In many of his poems, 
beneath the words that flow so marvelously, one de¬ 
tects grisly, horrible things. He touches gracefully, 
upon things which, if expressed in ordinary language, 
would disgust and shock people. Many of his poems, 
while musical, are rotten. 

"Swinburne would appeal to the man who has 
gone through experience and tired of simple things 
and seen the lower phases of life. To the inexperi¬ 
enced mind, which cannot detect his subtleties, many 
of his poems would have anything but a wholesome 
Influence 

"I fall to see any effect of Swinburne on English 
literature; I cannot detect a single mark of his in¬ 
fluence. Shakespeare Is alive today in every* man’s 
mind, because he was strong and vital. Many of these 
writers who are the product of a certain type of Eng¬ 
lish society, of the hothouse variety, are popular for 


Another authoress who has undertaken to treat of 
the smart people of London society Is "Frank Danby," 
whose "Pigs In doyet*" won such popularity. The 
book was universally decreed as being “clever,” but 
“slightly naughty." 

"Literature In London has been Ingrowing for 
years,” said Mr. Gordon. "There the modern man has 
his being l'rj the Strand. The popularity of books of 
this sort In the United States is alarming. Parents 
should be sure to learn the character of the books 
they buy. 

"I regard the United States as a field where can 
grow up a healthy, virile, strong, wholesome liter¬ 
ature. The colonies of the British empire and South 
Africa hold promise. They will produce great things. 
The men are of a manly type. Of the British colonies, 
Canada, In proportion to Its populatioh, has done more 
than any other. Mrs. Glyn’s book, which received such 
an enthusiastic welcome in the United States, was 
not very popular in Canada. 

"In England today Wordsworth Is not popular. The 
people prefer the drawing room poets. They ask, 
‘What Is good and what Is evil’—what Is a good boof 
and what Is a bad book? There are standards of right 
and wrong In life and books. As I said, what elevates 
strengthens and ennobles is' good; what tends to cori 
rupt, enervate character and destroy faith Is evil. 

"It Is a happy thought, however, that no bad book 
has ever lived. People always demand what is their 
level. I have read copies of ‘The Gentlemen’s Maga¬ 
zine,' published a hundred years ago, and the corre¬ 
spondence in It is awful. 

"America undoubtedly Is a great field for a great, 
good -literature. But If you want *to get It, you must 
i be careful that the coming generation is not poisoned 
by noxious poetry or Action."

"Why," she declared In a softly murmurous voice, 
uplifting her eyebrows, “It Is a moral story. It teaches 
a moral.

"This Is as though one would have to go to hell 
first to get to heaven, ts it not? Personally, I have 
not read Mrs. Glyn's book. I do not th'lnk I should 
wish to do so. But from what I am told of the story 
the claim of Its teaching a moral lesson Is absurd. 

“When I read a book It leaves a most vivid im¬ 
pression on me. It is as though I had met the char¬ 
acters. And books which leave evil impressions wreak 
more spiritual harm than vipers."

"If I had my choice," declared "Ralph 
ConnoF’—the Rev. Charles W. Gordon, of 
Winnipeg, Canada—"I would rather take a 
nest of vipers into my house than such a book.

I would rather take 
the worst man into my home—a man of de¬ 
graded, corrupt morals—and let him be 
among my family than a decadent book. 

'"You may protect your children from 
the evil influence of a man; but you can’t pro¬ 
tect children from the bad influence of an 
evil book. An evil book has a personality as 
much as a human being. It cannot be de¬ 
stroyed. Its influence is insidious. 

"The popularity of erotic fiction and pu¬ 
trid poetry tends to degrade and corrupt the 
youth of the land. The success of books of 
this type in America is most significant. It is 
ominous."

The experiment seems to cause no pain, 
for the animals not only do not show It, but evlncA 
no resentment, no aversion toward the experimenters, 
no fear and no revolt during preparations for an¬ 
other application. 

Dr. Roblnovltch, assisting Dr. Leduo In some of his 
experiments, kept a rabbit In electric narcosis for 
eight hours and twenty minutes without Interrup¬ 
tion. The animal came to without displaying dis¬ 
comfort. 

In the experiment on Dr. Leduc himself. In tha 
presence of Malherbe and Rouxeau, of the School of 
Medicine of Nantes, the current was not raised suf¬ 
ficiently high to cause total unconsciousness, but was 
carried far enough to convince the operators that If 
necessary this could have been done. 

The current was raised to M volts and 4 milllam- 
peres In the Interrupted currant.

The publication of the Canon¬ 
ical books of the Bible has been com¬ 
pleted in two additional languages, in- 
Glryama, for British E$st Africa; and 
in Nguna-Efate, a combination of the 
dialects of two islands of the New 
Hebrides. With these, the number 
complete Bibles is now. 105. The New 
Testament has been completed In Baf¬ 
fin's Land, Eskimo, and in the Mom¬ 
basa form of Swahili; these raise the 
number of New Testaments to 99. While 
208 other languages, in which only 
some part of the Testament has been 
issued, make up the total to four 
h undred and twelve different languages 
"in which thk British and Foreign Bible 
Society has promoted the translation, 
printing or distribution of at least some

The Issues from the Bible House in 
London for the past year were 1,838.281 
copies—an Increase of ’ 85,000 on the 
previous year. The growth here, how¬ 
ever, has been in foreign versions sent 
out from London. The issues in Eng¬ 
lish and Welsh amounted to 1,105.000 
copies—a falling of of 112,000 from the 
previous year, which again was 
114.000 below the year before. Of tho 
society’s issues, a smaller proportion 
are English and Welsh Scriptures than 
was the case ten years ago; then It 
was over thirty per cent., now it is 
under twenty per cent, of the total. 
For this, however, there may be a two¬ 
fold explanation. On one hand, peo¬ 
ple to-day who can afford them prefer 
more expensive editions, often with 
notes or helps, which they procure 
elsewhere than from the Bible House. 
On the other hand, some exeremely 
I cheap English editions have been put 
on the market by other publishers.

Sir:—May a resident of that other 
"Britain beyond the Seas" borrow the in¬ 
fluence of your columns to speak to his 
fellow-Britons of a matter of Imperial 
neglect, and, therefore, of Imperial con¬ 
cern? 

JA recent visit to the Field of Waterloo,” 
every foot of which was of Intense Inter¬ 
est. disclosed an apparent forgetfulness 
of those who fell there for uq that is not 
to our credit. The Farm of Hougoumont, 
still bearing evidences of the terrific con¬ 
flict, contains the graves of many of the 
slain qf that day. In the barnyard, now 
filled to within a few feet of the surface 
and exposed to all the defilement of Its 
surroundings, is the well wherein scores of 
bodies were buried sftei* the battle. It 
appeared to me that, while we may have 
stately monuments elsewhere to worthily 
express our admiration and gratitude 
for, the bravery and self-sacrifice of those 
who died for us, we should also, at least, 
protect from gross defilement the spot 
where their bodies lie. ^ 

There may be a better means of bring¬ 
ing this matter to the attention of those 
who most lead us in any attempt to rec¬ 
tify this oversight, but my brief stay in 
London has not revealed It. Yet I trust 
that no error In the met hod"adopted will 
occasion a failure to the Issue sought.

which no foreigner could pass. And 
wherever they wander — by road of 
the backwoods or the Eastern bazaars 
they scatter abroad their cheap little 
Gospels and Testaments, from whose 
pages they have learnt for themselves 
"the mesage of Redeeming Love." 

It is a prerogative of the Bible So¬ 
ciety to go where few other Christian 
agencies penetrate. It sends camel 
loads of Scriptures to the v capital of 
Abyssinia; It places the Arabic Bibles 
in the mosques of Western China; It 
sells Chinese Gospels In the compounds 
of Johannesburg, and In the opium- 
dens of Singapore. Year by year its 
work runs the gauntlet*of drought and 
flood and plague and famine. 

“It Is nothing new for our agents." 
says the Bible Society's report, "to suf¬ 
fer hindrance from revolution In Cen¬ 
tral America, or from bigotry In Aus¬ 
tria and in Greece, or from clericalism 
In Portugal and Poland and Peru. Last 
year we heard of anarchy In many 
parts of Persia, where the Persian Bi¬ 
ble Is still forbidden to enter the 
Shah's dominions. In Madagascar, the 
authorities are persecuting Christian 
converts. In many parts of Russia 
and of Indian, the pertubed state of 
the people has seriously lessened our 
circulation across both those great 
empires. On the other hand, China and 
Korea and Japan lie open to Chinese 
teaching as never before. Those who 
know best speak most emphatically as 
to the amaming opportunities for the 
Gospel, fn the Far East. In Korea last 
year we coteld not provide Testaments 
fast enoubg to meet the demand."

C. H. Rulofson was charged with 
committing perjury In an affidavit. 
Mr. Craig, his counsel, elected that the 
case should go to a Jury if Magistrate 
Williams considered that the evidence 
was sufficient to commit the accused, 
but intimated that he had a complete 
answer to the charge. This answer 
proved to be a point of law which, as 
Mr. Craig said, he “had been carrying 
around for five or six years, .expecting 
some one to get spiked on It.”
